May all those things which have pro- 
ceeded from weakness of their mortal nature be consigned to oblivion, and 
be remitted unto them: Through his loving-kindness; through the prayers 
of our most holy, and blessed, and glorious Lady, the Mother of our Lord 
and ever-virgin Mary; of the holy, glorious and all-laudable Apostles, and 
of all Saints.
